trade*, does not fit with that of the 
teacher who was paid starvation prices 
before the war. His work could hardly 
be more important than it is. He has 
it in his power to make his pupils hon- 
orable, intelligent men and women, as 
well as persons acquainted with the 


•e R's. To compare the profession 


of the man or woman who controls and 
guides the souls and minds of the 
young generation to the trade of a me- 
chanic, and to demand that their wages 
should be equalized, eeems an absurdly 
ignorant and low-mined thing to do. 
And yet it is done every day. A cor- 
respondent of a certain Western journal 
mention! the salaries paid to the female 
teachers of his city, and asks with a 
curious stupidity: "How many female 
clerks have that much? How many 
good and intelligent mechanics have it 
at the present time?" A noble argu- 
ment! What becomes of the children 
of a person who ranks the training of 
their minds on the same level with the 
soldering of a waste pipe? Not that 
we would disparage the work of a me- 
chanic, if it be well done, it is honorable 
enough; but we submit that the delicate 
task of cultivating a human intelligence 
requires different powers from those 
that guide a skilful mechanic's hand, 
and is to be rewarded after a different 
fashion. Why should we go back to 
the wages of fifteen years ago, because 
at that period good work wag not pro- 
perly paid for? The profession is one 
that calls for constant study, for vigor- 
ous health, for earnest pleasure in its 
work; and these necessities that cannot 
be maintained upon a pittance and the 
endless anxiety that is tbe result of that 
pittance. There are, of course, many 
teachers whose work is not worth five 
cents a day; these should be remorse- 
lessly weeded out. Let there be an end 
to teaching by young women who have 
no natural aptitude and little training, 
and who take up the work as a make- 
shift until their marriage-day. A school 
committee can make no poorer invest- 
ment than in teaching by the letter 
without spirit. 
No one should teach 


in the schools who has not enthusiasm 
for her work, a marked natural capacity 
for it, and a thorough training. But 
so long as prices are resolutely kept 
down and constantly reduced, there is 
no temptation to any one to spend years 
in sincere and careful preparation, or 
the few hours out of school in the nec- 
essary study that prevents intellectual 
rust. Why should time and money be 
given to the getting ready for a work 
which gives only the simplest daily 
bread and raiment, and which after a 
life of earnest devotion leaves the 
worker's old age to miserable depen- 
dence or to actual suffering for the 
physical needs of existence? If school 
boards would spend the time which they 
now occupy in trying to reduce salaries 
in endeavoring to get better teachers, 
the next -generation would profit in- 
calculably. Make the severest require- 
ments of teachers, relentlessly dismiss 
all who are half-competent—aad when 
you yet good ones, paj them an honest 
wage. 


An argument for reduction recently 


introduced in the Cincinnati School 
Board was the sinful extravagance of 
teachers. 
The wise man making it 


thought that teachers dressed too well 
—they ought to wear calico gowns. A 
female teacher politely pointed out the 
unanswerable fact that in order to main- 
tain the necessary neatness the calico 
gowns would require constant washing, 
the constant washing involved large 
laundry bills. But the insolence of the 
argument no one appeared to rebuke. 
As well tell a clergyman that because 
he could keep breath in his body and a 
rag upon his back for 25 cents a day, he 
should receive no more for the work of 
his earnest mind, his devoted son). A 
woman who has spent her youth in mak- 
ing ready for her profession, and who 
gives her days to the conscientious and 
successful performance of this most 
difficuls and wearing task of thorough 
instruction, ought, certainly, to receive 
righteous recompense, without sugges- 
tion as to how she shall expend it. 
Wbat member of any other of the 
learned professions would endure such 
intrusion? 


It is impossible to find in all the

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 13.—The 


Democratic leaders are still undecided 
as to what course to pursue. A consul- 
tation was held last night, at which the 
fact was developed that great diversity 
of opinion prevailed ait to the wisest 
plan to be adopted to meet the present 
emergency. A few extreme men favor- 
ed an immediate adjournment as soon 
as the legislative bill is out of the way. 
but it was found that a considerable 
number of Democrats would not consent 
to vote for an adjournment until the 
necessary appropriation bills are passed; 
so this plan had to be abandoned. Quite 
a number favored the drafting of an- 
other bill prohibiting the presence of 
troops at the polls, but the majority 
seem to believe that nothing could be 
gained by such a step. A vote will be 
taken on passing the bill over the veto 
to-day, and it is probable that then a 
general Democratic caucus will be call- 
ed to consider the situation. The only 
point that the Democratic leaders agree 
upon is that the President is "unpatri- 
otic," and can no longer be regarded as 
a non-partisan, and that by his action 
he has disturbed the Democratic har- 
mony and rendered an early adjourn- 
ment impossible. 


This was the day for personal expla- 


nations in the house. First, General 
Shelley, of Alabama, made an extended 
denial of certain statements that his 
competitor, Jerry Harralson, was pre- 
vented from taking testimony to con- 
test his (Shelley's) seat in the present 
house by Democrats.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The Treas- 


ury Department has received through 
the Department ot State the report of 
the Principal and Professor of Veterin- 
ary Medicine, Williams, of the new 
Veterinary 
College, Gajfield, Edin- 


burgh, of the examination of certain 
portions of the lungs removed from six 
American cattle slaughtered at or near 
Liverpool, in which it was reported to 
him that the veterinary officers of the 
Privy Council had given an opinion that 
the said lungs presented characteristic 
signs of the plenro-pneumonia contagion. 
The Professor says after a most careful 
examination that, in his opinion, in 
none of them were there any signs of 
contagious pleuro, but all presented 
evidence of capilliary bronchitis and 
collapses of certain lobules of the lungs 
of recent origin. In none of the lungs 
were there any traces of pneumonia nor 
of pleuro. It is his opinion that the 
disease originated during transit. He 
adds that the above mentioned portions 
of the lungs have been examined by Dr. 
Hamilton, Pathologist to the Royal 
Infirmany and demonstrator of morbid 
anatomy at the University; Dr. Young, 
Professor of Physiology; Mr. Naughan, 
Professor of Materia Medics and 
Therapeutics, all of the new Veterinary 
College, Edinburgh, and others, all of 
whom agree with him as to the nature 
of the diseases, and are ready to endorse 
hia opinion.
